The training is helieved to he for oosiinand units. 

2. After six ionths in Sanokov where they receive training in weapons and 
in driving vehicles, the students are sent to Vakarel for an additional 
six . onths or a year for thorough parachute trainingo When they have 
conjileted training, the students are lade officers even if they lack the 
educational requisites. 

3. During the training course the students aro considered as troops; however, 
they receive 16,000 leva per onth. The students have no special mari^-
